Teutons May Launch Gen- 
eral Attack on Allies at 
Saloniki. 


Today's War News 
Griven in Summary 


The British have been actively en- 
gaged in mining operations south of 
Ypres and by the explosion of a large 
mine this morning they blew up more 
than loo yards of German trenches 
near St. Floi. 
The Germans report 
successes in mine 
fighting 
near Ver- 
melles and the repelling of an 
at- 
tempted advance by British 
detach- 
ments northeast of Albert. 


Violent attacks have been resumed 
by the Russians against the northern 
end of the eastern front, Berlin de- 
claring that they advanced in unpre- 
cedented numbers northwest 
of 
Ja- 
cobstadt, on the Dvina Une. 
They 
were 
totally 
unsuccessful, 
however, 
the German war office declares, and 
suffered enormous losses. 


Field 
Marshal 
von 
Hindenburg's 
forces south of Dvinsk have also been 
subjected to heavy attacks, but these 
were repulsed-and in counter attacks 
West Prussian regiments recaptured 
artillery observation positions south 
of Lake Borozc lost a week ago, tak- 
ing nearly 2,200 prisoaers, according 
to Berlin. 


Continuation of a violent bombard- 
ment cast of the Meuse river, north 
of Verdun, indicates the probability 
that new attacks by the Germans may 
be expected in that direction. 
The 
front. between Doùaumont and Vaux 
is bearing thè brunt of the attack. 
The infantry has not been employed 
in this region nor elsewhere along 
thie Franco-Belgian front so far as 
the official reports aftow. 


The Balkian theater of war is at- 
tracting. renewed * attention by. reason 
of the increasing activities north of 
Saloniki, where the skirmishing be- 
tween the Teutonic allies and entente 
forces that ha^ been proceeding for 
some days is now apparently ¿aking 
the form of a general attack against 
the Franco-British lines.

One hope of speedy terminatiou is that 
the flight of the bandit.s will be checked 
by starvation and the exhaustion of their 
ponies. 
Tt is known that Villa is almost 
destitute of both supplies and ammuni- 
tion and the dead and dying horses found 
along his trail give evidence of his des- 
perate haste aud need. 
Once safely in

Eäiney Measure Has Full 
Support of the Wilson 
Administration. 


NON-PARTISAN IDEA 


IS AIM^FTRAMERS 
Illinois Man Explains Pro- 
posal for the Tariff 
Commission. 


'. Wa-shin'gton, :Marcli 27.—A 
revised 
bill for a non-partisan tariff commis- 
sion on lines suggested 
b^ President 
Wilson and which, it is said, has re- 
ceived his full 
approval, vas 
intro- 
duced in the house today by Repres.en- 
tative Rainey, of Illinois, ranking dem- 
ocratic member of the ways and means 
committee. 


"The bill in its present form has the 
approval of the administration and will 
be the administration measure on tliis 
Bubject," Mr. Rainey declareil in a state- 
xnent accompanying the measure. 


"It will be 
supported by 
all 
the 
democratic members of the ways and 
means committee and it is hoped it will 
receivil the support of tlie republican 
^members ,of the committee. 
The bill 
Ig as nearly non-partisan as was pos- 
sible to make it." 


What It .Provides. 


The bill would provide for the ap- 
pointment of six commissioners at $10,- 
000 a year each, no more than three« of 
Trhom can belong to the same politicai 
party. 
These appointments are to be 
made for two, four, six. eight, ten and 
twelve years, after which the tenus of 
office of" all are to be for 12 years. The 
chairman and vire chairman must be 
appointed biennally according t-o the 
terms of the bill. 


The duties of the members are to in- 
Testigate the fiscal effect of the cus- 
toms laws of this country, relations be- 
tween the rates of duty on raw ma- 
terials and finished products,, effects of 
ad valorem and of specific duties., all 
questions relative to the arrangement of 
schedules and classification of articles 
in the law and to put all information 
in its, possession at the disposal of the 
president, the house ways and means 
committee a-nd the senate committee on 
finance.

'There's a Reason*' 


Before' the second large audience in as 
many weeks, Rev. John F. Noll, of Hunt- 
ington, delivered a eerraon at the First 
Presbyterian church Sunday evening on 
the Catholic teachings concerning purga- 
toiy, confession, indulgences and several 
other points of the Catholic belief and 
practice. 
The speaker stated that the 
teaching of the 
church 
in 
regard to 
purgatory was so conformable to the 
demands of reason, so consoling to the 
human heart and so scriptural tliat it is 
often a source of wonder why it should 
be called in questfon. 


The address was given irf response to 
an invitation to repeat the sermon which 
he delivered a week ago when nearly 
three hundrd people were turned away 
from the church on account 6f lack of 
seating capacity. 
The rector explained 
in the beginning of^his address that he 
did not 'intend to make the evening's 
fermon a repetition, but that he would 
briefly sum up last week's sermon and 
then dwell on various doctrines in the 
belief of the Catholic church. 


"Many people will say," continued the 
F.poaker, "that the doctrine of purgatory 
is not 8e,riptural because the word is not 
even found in the Bible. 
This is true, 
that tjis word is not found in the Bible, 
but for that matter the word 'Bible' is 
not in the Bible either; neither is the 
word 'Trinity' nor 'Incarnation.' 
The 
name does not make the place nor the 
truth of faith;. these e.xfst first and then 
are giveji names. However, the Bible re- 
fers in different ways to the place the 
Catholic church calls purgatory. 
But we 
shall let reason treat this» subject. 
If 
anyone were called on to divide mankind 
into classes, immediately 
three 
kinds 
Avould suggest themselves. 
The excep- 
tionally good and saintly, the extremely 
ban and the middle class. 
The first 
class following death enter heaven; the 
second class enter hell; but the third 
(lass, what is going to happen to tliem 
if they are not good enough to go to 
heaven and too good to go to hell? 


As to Confession. 


"The confession of sin and its pardon 
by man acting in God's name is alsp 
more reasonable than it would at first 
seem. Confession has always been a fact 
in tlie world. 
Many non-Catholics be- 
lieve that it was introduced at the coim- 
cil of Lateran in the year 1215. 
This 
council, however, only determined 
the 
frequency with Avhich one should go to 
confession." 
Here tho speaker called 
the attention of his audience to what 
many saints had to say about »the doc- 
trine of confession and then continued, 
"This brings us back to the very diiys 
of the Apostles to whom Clirist com- 
mitted the ministry of reconciliation. 
(2 Cor. 5:18-20). 
This plainly shows 
that confession is a divine institution. 
ISiany of the enemies

cJiargo that there are a certain set of 
questions which a person is expected to 
answer when he ,goes 
to 
confession. 
Those who make this false charge never 
practiced confession and are therefore 
not competent to speak on the subject."

So thoroughly convmced are Washington authorities that "siiiis- 
ter and unscrupulous influences" are at work in the dissemination of 
alarmist reports with the plain design of forcing actual intervention 
in Mexico, that the president has gone to the length of issuing a 
warning against men of this ilk and their propaganda. Mr. Wilson 
makes verj'- plain his belief that the campaign of alarm is "in the in- 
terest of certain American owners of Mexican properties," and he 
calls upon the American people to maintain their poise, to discount- 
enance these unfortunate utterances and to decline to assist in mak- 
ing a bad matter still worse by allowing themselves to be influenced 
by any such treasonable procedure. 


It has been difficult from the first to get at the actual truth re- 
garding Mexico. It is still difficult, and it is inevitable under such 
circumstances that there should be a maze of baseless rumors, magni- 
fied and intensified by repetition. 
All of them tend to make more 
difficult the pathway the United States has mapped out in its puni- 
tive effort against the bandit Villa and the maintenance of wholly 
friendly relation with the defacto government there. Thus far in the 
hunt for the outlaw, there has been the fullest co-operation between 
the Carranza forces and the American soldiers, and any break would 
add much to the seriousness of the undertaking which the United 
States has launched. The veiy delicate situation may be very easily 
inflamed by the war-mongers who are seeking to drag Uncle Sam 
further into the mess for the solo purpose of saving the miserable 
dollars they have invested in Mexico. To them the lives of American 
soldiers and the bitter sorrow and the suffering that must follow 
count as nothing. 


It is much to be hoped that the warning of the president will 
serve the double purpose of quelling this campaign of alarmist agi- 
tation and of pointing to patriotic American people their very 
clear duty to exercise restraint and to face the situation courageously 
but sanely, with the full confidence that the constituted authorities 
upon whom rests botl> authority and responsibility will not fail to be 
equal to the occasion.

seating capacity. 
The- rector explained 


]'. the beginning of his address that he 
did not intejid to make the evening's 
ermou a repetition, but that 1m would 
'rieily sum up last week's sermon and 
then dwell on various doctrines in the 
belief of the Catholic church. 


"Many people will gay," continued the ( 


fpeaker, "that the doctrine of purgatory , 
is not scriptural because the word is not 
', 


found in the Bible. This 'is true, 


that ths word is not found in the Bible, 
but for that matter the word 'Bible' is 
not in the Bible either; neither is the 
v.ord 'Trinity' nor 'Incarnation.' 
The 


name does not make the place nor the 
titith of faith; these exist lirst and then 
are given names.

award to his son, George Mulligan, a 
young artist who is a director and 'in- 
structor in the art department of the 
Chicago public schools, for execution.

Sculptor Mulligan was born in Ire-
